WV. wanted a big, handsome coffee table for our 


living room. But we didn’t want to spend much. 

So we visited a secondhand store and bought an 
old, oak dining table, four feet in diameter. 

Some of the veneer had been gouged out, and 
there was a slit down the middle for leaves. But it 
had five handsome swirled legs and a beaded apron. 

My husband did the work pictured in about 12 
hours.. We spent $3 for the table, $1 for remover, 
50 cents for sandpaper, $1.65 for the finish.

BEFORE—The old dining

AFTER—Now it's a big cof- 
fee table with a gleaming fin- 
ish, a handsome addition to 
our living room.

Then we gave the 
table two coats of clear lac- 
quer, sprayed on with a vacu-

1. First step was to remove the old, marred finish with varnish re- 
mover. Table was taken apart to facilitate work. Pads of fine 
steel woo! helped when we stripped the carved portions. After 
all finish was gone, we smoothed the table with fine sandpaper 


2. Legs were 


sawed down to the right length, leaving only the 


swirled part. Shaping was done with a file and sandpaper. We 
used just three legs on the coffee table, to give a milk-stool effect. 
We plan to use the other two legs as bases for modern lamps 


3. Each leg was set at an angle into holes cut in 2x4 pieces, then 
held in place with glue and screws. Note that the table's apron 
has been shortened two inches. The two halves of the top were 
glued and clamped together to make slit for the leaves invisible

Weed killer for woody plants 


In the past, it has been all but impossible to kill many 
woody plants by chemical means. Now it looks as 
though a combination of weed killers 2,4-D and 
2,4,5-T will solve that problem. I have tried it out, 
mixing one part of the combination with two parts of 
keroseng. A single quart of the mixture killed a 60-foot 
catalpa, with enough left over to kill a 30-foot ash. 
The mixture was painted on the trunk at ground level, 
and then more of it dashed on the trunk so it ran down 
into the soil (The trick is to attack the plant at its 
weakest point, where it enters the ground.) This kills 
the phloem layer which carries food to the tree. 


Atom rays fail to help plant breeders 


Scientists have hoped that radioactivity might revo- 
lutionize plant breeding by changing germ cells to 
produce plants with valuable new characteristics. But 
tests with hybrid seed corn exposed to the Bikini bomb 
blast indicate that those hopes are false. Practically 
all the seed that germinated produced plants so badly 
distorted or otherwise defective that the crop was

1. By trying to squeeze the plan of his home down to 
the maximum he set, your client committed his major 
error. He needs 640 square feet for the rooms he wants, 
300 square feet for walls. To allow less than 200 square 
feet for stairs, hall, and storage is thoughtless planning. 

2. One closet 2! feet wide is much too small for a bed- 
room that will be used by two people. 

3. Closet for the daughter's bedroom is wide enough, 
but too deep. Any depth over 2 feet is wasted. 

4. Linen closet is too small. He might have enough 
space for towels, sheets, and pillowcases; but where do 
blankets, extra pillows, and other bulky items go? 

5. Under a window is no place for either tub or toilet. 
It’s almost impossible to get at the window to open it, and 
you re likely to feel a draft while vou’re bathing. 

6. Kitchen is adequate in size for its several uses, but 
three doors cut the space into inconvenient sections. It’s 
a long walk between dirty dishes on range and table, sink, 
and cabinets for storing clean dishes.

Adjust your furnace to give you 


More comlort and economy 








By George M. Fraser 


A. ideal home-heating plant would provide a constant 
flow of warmth, and would avoid the undercooling and 
overheating cycles common to many furnaces now in use. 

You can get nearly that type of heat from your present 
furnace, merely by properly adjusting its controls, or, in 
some cases, by making minor modifications. 

The secret of comfortable heating is to have just enough 
warmth added to your héme to replace heat lost. 

Your furnace reaches that goal, very nearly, during cold 
weather, when it is forced to run much of the time. But in 
the fall or spring, chances are good the air in your rooms 
will settle in layers, with the floors cool, in the periods your 
furnace isn’t operating 

During those months, especially, you'll value the comfort 
and economy you can get by controlling the operation of 
your furnace more accurately. Here’s how to do it: 


Forced-air systems 


Whether heated by oil, gas, or automatic stoker, forced- 


air systems operate on basically the same set of thermostatic 
controls. On the front or side of your furnace’s air chamber 
you will find two dials. One is for the fan switch; the other is 
for the safety switch 

The safety switch usually is set at about 200 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and will shut off the burner if that temperature 
is reached 

Phe other control works this way: When the temperature 
of the room in which the thermostat is located drops below 
the desired level, the furnace burner is turned on. Most fur- 
naces are set so the Alowers turn on when the temperature of 
the air in the chamber above the furnace reaches 110 or 120 
degrees—or even warmer. Operation continues until either 
the temperature of the air in the furnace chamber reaches 
the setting of the safety control, or the thermostat in the 
room is satisfied. When either happens, the burner shuts off, 
or “low fires.” The fan continues to run until the tem- 
perature in the chamber drops below the setting of the

You do it by taking a pill when you feel a cold coming on. 
But there are some catches to it. The pill may be a dud in 
your particular case. It carries no gilt-edged guarantee. 
You'll have to act promptly at the first sign of sniffles. You 
must enlist vour doctor to start with and follow his direc- 
tions. If he agrees that the new pills will help you, he'll 
probably allow you to keep a few around the house for 
prompt use when symptoms strike.

marked anti-histamine in your medicine cabinet right now, 
prescribed for some allergic symptom. The drugs are called 
anti-histamines because they neutralize or suppress a body 
chemical known as histamine which, if it gets out of bounds, 
causes human tissues to weep copiously. You say you have 
hay fever or asthma or hives. 

Anti-histamines are particularly effective in relieving 
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the distress of hay fever and pollen asthma. One of them was 
reported on page 23 of Better Homes & Gardens last month, 

As every victim knows, hay fever, with its sneezing, stuffi- 
ness, and profuse discharge, bears a striking resemblance to 
the common cold. Many doctors, noting this similarity, have 
speculated that some allergic reaction may allow many head 
colds to start. Cold germs or viruses load the gun: allergic 
reaction pulls the trigger. If that theory is sound, shouldn't 
anti-histamines work as well on early colds as on hay fever? 


Capt. John M. Brewster, physician in charge of the cold 
clinic at U. S. Naval Hospital, Great Lakes, Illinois, was 
beautifully set up to give the idea a trial. He began doling 
out anti-histamine pills to patients who reported to his 
clinic with colds in varying stages. His enthusiasm mounted 
as he saw want happened. In all, he treated 572 cold- 
sufferers before compiling;this impressive box score 

All signs of a cold were anished in 90 percent of patients 
treated within an hour after they first noticed symptoms 
(running nose, smarting or burning at the back of the throat, 
achiness, slight cough, or sore throat). Symptoms were 
stopped cold in 87 percent of those treated within two hours; 
74 percent, within six hours; 70 percent, within 12 hours. 

Others who received their pills too late to completely stop 
their colds ran typically mild, uncomplicated cases of short 
duration.

i. James Hoyts of Pasadena have a home that’s fun 
to live in. 

That quality is the first thing you notice as you steer 
your car onto an asphalt court that has room for several 
automobiles and keeps your feet out of the mud. 

Men are quick to appreciate that the court takes up 
nearly all the front lawn space, needs no mowing, and 
puts your car in a carport convenient to the entrance. 

You notice that the exterior is made of masonry blocks 
laid up into a low, sweeping wall] that looks attractive in 
any neighborhood. But there are two things you can’t see 
from the street side: 

Walls facing the private garden area at the rear are 
largely glass, making rooms light and cheerful. 

Inside walls are built of the same 4x16-inch adobe 
bricks used on the outside. 

Robert Ainsworth, A. I. A., had these advantages in 
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mind when he specified the masonry inside walls: They 
impart ruggedness and texture to a room that form an 
excellent background for modern furnishings. The ma- 
sonry lets exterior and interior walls be finished at the 
same time. And it cuts carpentry costs. 

On the outside of the Hoyt house, the blocks are 
painted an earth color—light, sandy brown with a pink- 
ish cast. Inside, the walls are a grayed leaf green. They're 
easy to live with, too: masonry walls need little main- 
tenance, last indefinitely, and require only one coat of 
paint. Moreover, if you paint them yourself, you'll find 
their natural gray color quite livable until you get around 
to the job. 

In the rear, a terrace stretches between the living room 
and a bedroom wing—a secluded spot for family meals 
outdoors, or sunbathing.

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How to insure your spring color 
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By Leslie MacRae 


» = can insure next spring’s color now. Will you want 
nodding yellow daffodils along the rim of your lawn? 
Sweet-scented hyacinths? Some purple, gold, and laven- 
der crocuses pushing up in jolly litte huddles while Old 
Man Winter still hangs around? 

Pictured opposite are samples of some of the spring- 
flowering bulbs you should be planting soon—just as 
early as your dealer can deliver them. 

In the latitude of New York, September is best, early 
October still good, for planting your daffodils, crocuses, 
and hyacinths. 

Snowdrops, grape-hyacinths, the quaint fritillaries, 
glories-of-the-snow, all the brilliant blue scillas, and 
winter aconites should also go into the ground as early as 
possible. AH of these deteriorate when kept out of the 
soil. So plant them early, and, for the same money, you'll 
get flowers of better quality and a bigger show. You don’t 
run the risk of disappointments because stocks are ex- 
hausted. You do your planting in the most pleasant 
weather. 


Snowdrops for late winter 


Earliest to flower and surest to amaze all comers will 
be your snowdrops. Plant these as early as possible. 
Choose spots sheltered from wind but open to the sun. 
Space the bulbs 2 to 3 inches apart and cover with 114 
inches of soil. | Turn to page 212

How to remove {loor 


) ) Ry Robert Wortham 
A scratch in a hardwood floor can be distressing. 


There it is, raw and ugly. What, if anything, can you do 
about it? 

With the right technique, you can make such a scratch 
practically invisible, even if the scratch goes through the 
finish and into the wood. And you can do the job without 
refinishing the entire floor. These pictures show you how. 


Steel wool and gasoline will erase a floor scratch that does not go deep- 
er than finish. Saturate a pad of medium-coarse steel wool with gaso- 
line (or cleaning fluid) and rub in the direction of wood grain. Never 
tub across the arain. When the finish is off, smooth with fine steel wool 


Use wood filler or plasticized wood it scratch goes deeper than finish 
After removing finish, smooth wood with 2-0 sandpaper or garnet 
paper Then, using an old brush, fill scratch above the floor surface with 
wood filler. Remove excess filler with ruler. Let dry overnight, then sand 
flush with floor surface. Clean the area with a rag dipped in gasoline 


Refinishing of marred area is necessary in both cases. Use either orange 
or clear shellac, diluted 3 parts shellac to 1 part alcohol. (If floor is 
varnished. refinish with varnish diluted with turpentine.) Apply the 
finish with soft brush, and let dry overnight. If spot has a higher gloss 
than surrounding floor, dull it by rubbing with fine steel wool. After 
you wax and polish the floor, the scratch will be practically invisible

Repairing them costs little if you 


’ do the work. Here’s how to do it 


we, your upholstered furniture lost its trim tautness? 
Perhaps that slightly pendulous appearance has already 
given way to an alarming bulge. Worse yet, are sagging 
springs thrusting their coils into you? 

Then your furniture is afflicted with “‘spring-sag.” 
But don’t despair. With a little study, the right equip- 
ment, and the help of an assistant, you can effect a low- 
cost cure yourself. 

First, though, you have to know something about how 
spring-filled seats are made: 

1) To support springs, strips of webbing are tacked to 
the bottom of the frame. Additional strips are then inter- 
woven and tacked in place. 

2) Springs are sewed to the webbing, then tied together 
with twine which is tacked to the top edge of the frame. 

3) A burlap covering is tacked over the springs and 
sewed to them 

4) Hair padding is placed over burlap and sewed. 

5) Cotton stuffing covers the hair. 

6) Muslin is stretched tightly over the cotton and 
tacked to the frame. 

7) Upholstery fabric covers the muslin. Inexpensive 
denim is often used under separate cushions. 

8) Cambric is tacked over the webbing on the bottom. 

With that picture in mind, you are ready to go to work. 
The pictures that follow will show you how. 


These low-cost tools and materials are all you need to repair upholstery 
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sagdind springs

Simple spring-sag | 


1. If webbing is stretched or 
pulled loose, letting springs 
bulge on the bottom of a chair, 
place the chair upside down on 
table. Remove cambric to ex- 
pose webbing; save material 
to use as pattern in cutting new 
covering. Discard the old tacks 


3. While one member of the 
team depresses springs with a 
board, the other pulls stretcher 
down until webbing is taut 
Tack old webbing to the frame, 
zigzagging tacks and avoiding 
old holes. Don't drive tacks in 
so far that heads cut webbing 
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2. Tack center strip of webbing 
securely to back of frame; add 
new tacks if necessary. Remove 
tacks from opposite end of strip. 
To get a grip on old webbing, 
extend it by pinning onalength 
of new webbing. Use uphol- 
stery needle or steel knitting 
needle. Insert prongs of web- 
bing stretcher into extension 


4. Remove extension, fold end 
of old webbing, and secure it 
with four more tacks driven 
through both thicknesses. Re- 
peat these steps with each web- 
bing strip, including those run- 
ning from side to side. If twines 
holding springs to webbing are 
broken, resew with mattress 
twine. Tack covering back on

5. In restoring covering materials 
burlap comes first. If these materials 
are worn, replace them; otherwise just 
pull them back in place. Tack burlap 
to rails, working from center to ends 
Don't pull it so tight it depresses the 
springs. Using mattress twine and 
curved needle, sew the burlap to three 
places on the top coil of each spring 
Replace edge roll across front of seat, 
nailing or sewing it with diagonal 
stitches, depending on the type used 


6. Fluff hair stuffing over burlap. It 
should be about two inches deep 
when pressed down, and thicker at the 
sides. Using mattress twine, sew with 
loose stitches, making the last stitch 
end near the first. Pull each stitch 
tight to compact padding and tie ends

7. If thin cotton wadding is used over 
hair stuffing, just lay it in place. Thick 
cotton stuffing should be sewed down 
like the hair stuffing.

curacy and production on home-maintenance jobs? The 
power sc roll saw is a good place to Start. 

It may not be the most useful power tool for home 
workshops, but it is one of the safest. It is also one of the 
easiest to use skillfully, the least costly to buy. 

It has no precision cutters to keep keen—only cheap 
blades to replace. Adjustments to adapt it for various 
tasks are simple to make. It requires less power than any 
other machine of comparable output, which means a 
smaller, less-expensive motor will drive it. 


A scroll saw will do a surprising number of things. You 
can devise jigs and attachments to spread its performance 
over such operations as sawing, filing, and sanding of 
wood, metal, or plastic; pattern cutting in stacks of pa- 
per, cloth, or leather; straight ripping of long boards. It 
can do nearly everything that a band saw can, but slower. 
It can do some things, like filing and interior cutout 
work, that a band saw can’t do. 

You can buy a little vibrator-powered scroll saw, 
which will do a lot of jigging and jogging, for around $10.

How to use a Scroll saw 


of the scale and get the kind of machine that factories use, 
complete with motor, for a little over $100. 

Basically, the scroll saw is a machine that jitters a fine 
saw blade up and down. Blades are thin; hence very 
sharp curves can be cut with the saw. There is a flat 
table, through which the blade projects, on which the 
material being sawed can rest. 

The base of the saw sweeps up and around, like a U 
on its side, to hold the upper spring and chuck which 
fasten to the top of the blade. The lower end of the blade 
is held in a chuck below the saw table; this chuck is part 
of the mechanism that moves the blade. 

Scroll saws vary in working capacity. The smallest 
will take soft wood as thick as one inch, and will make 
a cut about one foot into a piece of material. The largest 
will cut two-inch wood and go about two feet deep. Most 
of the popular makes use economical one-fourth-horse- 
power motors. Even the largest of the scroll saws will 
take a space of only 3x11 feet in your workshop. 


Sharp corners call for special 
techniques; the blade might 
bind and snap if too tight a 
curve is rounded. Detour out- 
side corner (1) in a wide, cir- 
cular sweep, cutting into waste 
wood. Round inside corner (2), 
then square it off with straight 
cuts into corner to finish job 
after the piece is roughed out

Your dog may not like to have his ears cleaned either, but it's important

One of our dogs suffered for vears 
from a bad case of ear canker, What 
can we do to keep our new puppy 
from getting it too? — Mrs. CW. J..

Although it’s rather common, 
ear canker is extremely painful 
and hard to treat. Best way to pre- 
vent the ailment is to start early 
with weekly or biweekly ear clean- 
ing.

Just prior to ‘“‘due’’ season, feed 
extra quantities of raw meat, in- 
clude a little wheat germ oil in the 
diet, and, as an extra measure, ask 
your veterinarian about a hormone 
injection. When the dark red dis- 
charge turns to a light straw color, 
during the ninth to twelfth day of 
the season, it is time for mating. 
This period lasts several days. 


What is rickets and how can it be 
avoided in dogs?—G. W. J., Ohio. 

Rickets is a rather common dis- 
ease of the bones, enlarging them 
particularly at the joints and caus- 
ing crooked or twisted growth. Lack 
of Vitamin D is the prime cause. 
Plenty of sunshine and cod-liver 
oil will help your dog side-step 
this affliction. Start building ample 
Vitamin D reserve in puppies at 
weaning time. When they’ re 2 days 
old, start giving each puppy four 
or five drops of viosterol a day 
with an eye-dropper. This daily 
treatment helps develop good teeth 
and bones. A nursing 
should also receive a daily 
of cod-liver oil.

Do you plant by the moon? 


We finally have some figures to refute the old belief 
in planting by moon signs. The research man of a large 
canning company talked to growers to find out which 
ones did or didn’t plant by the moon, and then he 
checked their production as it came into the plant. 
Here are the average yields per acre: 


Moon Non-moon 
Tomatoes 5.6 tons. . 12.9 tons 
Carrots... 280 bushels. .... 603 bushels 
Peas 1,824 pounds 2,501 pounds 
Beans ........ 109 bushels . 213 bushels 


Those who ignored the moon got far bigger yields. 
This doesn’t mean that the moon caused poor yields, 
but that moon planters often missed good weather by 
waiting for the moon to get into a favorable sign. 


Chemical makes plants poison to bugs 


A new chemical that makes plants bite the insects that 


bite them is now being tested by the Department of 


Agriculture. So far it has no common name, and its 
chemical name is a jawbreaker—octamethyl pyrophos- 
phoramide. Like long-used sodium selenate, it is ab- 
sorbed by the plant and poisons insects that eat the 
plant. Poisonous to man, its use will be limited only 
to nonfood plants 


Interplanting helps vegetables 

Tests carried on in Illinois last year may give some 
helpful hints to home gardeners. The tests show that 
when carn and soybeans are planted in alternate 
double rows 40 inches apart, both crops yielded better. 
The corn got more light, and the soybeans were pro- 
tected from hot, dry winds. Home gardeners might 
try two rows of lettuce protected by two rows of corn. 
Or two rows of hot-weather peas could be used. 


1949 lawn troubles 


Why were many lawn seedings so poor this spring? 
New grass came up thin, and then died out completely 
on many‘new lawns. Part of the reason lies in the fact 
that the redtop harvest last year was the poorest in 
history. So this spring seedsmen substituted rye as the 
nurse crop. Since there are only one-tenth as many rye 
seeds per pound as redtop, the early nurse crop was 
thin. Then an unusually dry spell for spring came 
along and killed the germinating seeds of the slower- 
growing permanent grasses like bluegrass and fescue 
before they could even poke through the ground. Fall 
replanting is the logical answer to the problem. 


Pelleted seeds have limitations 


Government officials are disappointed in their at- 
tempts to reforest denuded lands in Arizona by drop- 
ping pelleted seeds from planes. They had hoped that 
the fall would imbed the seeds far enough into the 
earth to make contact with the limited water supply. 
But this didn’t happen. One test didn’t produce a 
single seedling; another was almost as complete a 
failure. The trouble is that the coating material robs 
the seed of moisture instead of helping it grow if there 
isn’t moisture available from the ground.

; ee lumber has several advan- 
tages that recommend it to the amateur carpen- 
ter who wants to panel a wall: 

1. It is available everywhere, in a variety of 
woods and widths. 

2. It is surprisingly inexpensive. 

3. Its built-in joints provide great strength. 

4. It permits blind nailing—no nail holes to 
fill, no spots in the finish. 

5. It comes already beveled, giving neat V- 
joints without tools or effort. 

6. Saw, hammer, and nail set are all the tools 
you need. 

The photographs show the simple steps in 
paneling a wall with tongue-and-groove lumber. 
The same methods can be used on other jobs 
building a new wall, for example, or putting a 
back on some shelves. 

You'll find tongue-and-groove most frequent- 
ly in 4- and 6-inch widths. The 6-inch goes up 
faster. In estimating the amount of lumber to 
buy, remember the width of a 6-incher on the 
wall is about 514 inches. 

Some tongue-and-groove comes with no bevel. 
Use this kind to get a wall of flush boards. The 
more usual type is V-jointed on one side, plain 
on the other. It is safest to keep the beveled side 
exposed; if the wood shrinks later, cracks don’t 
show. 

Try to buy pieces long enough to go from one 
end of your wall to the other. If you can’t, you'll 
have to have butted end joints; make sure such 
joints fall on a wall stud.

So much is wholly unknown 
about colds that analysis of medical 
benefits is admittedly difficult. A 
fair way of stating the case of anti- 
histamines vs. colds is Doctor 
Murray’s own estimate that the 
drugs brought “more so-called 
cures and more relief than any 
other treatment used in our 
medical department during the 
past 28 years.” 

If you are thinking, “‘That’s 
good enough for me—where do I 
get it?” here are some facts to have 
in mind before you rush off to your 
doctor. 


= don’t have to have an out- 
and-out allergy to qualify for 
benefits. Only five of Doctor 
Murray’s nearly 500 patients were 
aware of allergies. If the treatment 
doesn’t work like a rabbit's foot 
for you, it may still help you to 
suffer in silence and keep your 
germs to yourself, instead of dis- 
tributing them to your family. 
Your best chance of scotching a 
cold lies in taking your medicine as 
soon as you spot a symptom. This 
is awkard, for few of us carry anti- 
histamines in our pockets or work 
where we can demand a pill from 
the plant physician when we need 
one. 

You’ll have to check with vour 
doctor anyway to obtain a pre- 
scription and some solid advice 
about dosage. He may want to see 
how vou react to the drugs. Anti- 
histamines certainly can’t be called 
wickedly dangerous. But some per- 
sons do have undesirable reactions 
The most common side effect is 
drowsiness. That’s all right at bed- 
time, but bad if you’re running a 
power saw or driving a car. The 
scare angle, though, shouldn't be 
overplayed. Manyofthe paper plant 
patients operated power machin- 
ery. They were simply told to re- 
port for a cup of black coffee if they 
became drowsy at work

orders. The usual anti-cold dosage 
is four 50-milligram anti-histamine 
tablets daily , one to be taken every 
four hours. If symptoms haven't 
disappeared the next day, four 
more tablets are allotted. One 
impatient sniffer, who aimed to 
cure his cold four times as fast by 
swallowing all his pills at once, 
lost his moorings or, as the doctors 
put it, became disoriented. He 
slept it off all right 

So far we've been talking about 
anti-histamines as a group. There 
are many members of the family, 
closely related but chemically dif- 
ferent. No particular

tastefully—because of seasickness, 
found that anti-histamines kept 
most of the soldiers manfully on 
their feet and captains of their 
stomachs. Car sickness, airsickness, 
seasickness, all forms of motion 
sickness, respond surprisingly well 
to anti-histamines, although there is 
no evidence that such queasiness is 
anallergy. And Dr. William Strauss 
of Upper Montclair, New Jersey, 
reports that all routine treatments 
of bee stings might well be aban- 
doned in favor of anti-histamine 
ointment.

off. There will be no air movement 
until the room thermostat calls 
again for heat, and the air in the 
furnace chamber reaches the set- 
ting on the fan switch. And in the 
meantime, chances are the room 
will drop to an uncom/ortably low 
temperature. 

To eliminate these cold spells, 
your furnace should be set so it 
operates for longer periods, giving 
a nearly constant flow of warm air. 
One step in that direction is to re- 
duce the blower speed, which will 
increase the time it will take to 
lower the temperature of the air in 
the furnace chamber. Many blow- 
ers have adjustable pulleys by 
which their speed can be changed, 
but it’s best to have the work done 
by a qualified serviceman. If your 
repairman is unfamiliar with this 
adjustment, write the National 
Warm Air Heating and Air Con- 
ditioning Association, 145 Public 
Square, Cleveland 14, Ohio. 

However, it’s a simple matter to 
reset the fan and limit switches, 
which will do much to increase 
your comfort and provide more 
constant air circulation. For mild- 
weather operation, set the switch 
so the fan will stop running at a 
furnace-chamber temperature be- 
tween 75 and 80 degrees, and turn 
back on at 90 to 95 degrees. Set 
the limit control at 180 degrees, to 
prevent heating the air above that 
temperature. 

Ideally, controls should be set so 
the temperature rise through the 
furnace is just about 100 degrees. 
In other words, if the desired room 
temperature is 75 degrees, then 
the maximum temperature of air 
from the furnace should not ex- 
ceed 175 degrees. This should pro- 
vide nearly continuous operation 
—and generally eliminate air strat- 
ification, the major cause of cold 
floors.

The temperature setting of the 
aquastat will vary with individual 
heating systems, but will probably 
fall close to the settings indicated 
for gravity hot-water systems. 
Newest types of forced-water 
systems provide constant water 
circulation by increasing water 
temperatures within the system as 
the thermostat calls for heat. This 
is done by opening and closing a 
by-pass valve which regulates the 
amountof water which goes through 
the boiler. In mild weather only a 
small proportion of the water will 
go through the boiler and water 
temperatures will be held down to 
100 degrees or so, while in severe 
weather all of the water will go 
through the boiler, and tempera- 
tures may be as high as 200 degrees. 


Hand-fired gravity coal 
systems 

Even hand-fired gravity hot-air 
systems can be equipped to reduce 
the discomfort caused by overheat- 
ing in mild weather. By installing 
a thermostatic damper control 
containing a* device which will 
close the dampers in case of over- 
heating, you will make your hand- 
fired coal burner safer, and more 
economical. 

Cost 

In most cases, setting your fur- 
nace controls to even the flow of 
warm air will eliminate many elec- 
trical motor starts. As the greatest 
power demand made by any elec- 
trical equipment alwz 
quired for starting, this will cut 
your power bill enough to more 
than offset the cost of longer blow- 
er operation. 

If, in addition, you slow the fan 
of your forced-air system, you 
again will reduce power consump- 
tion by your furnace. 

Burner cycles will become short- 
er and more frequent, but this will 
be balanced by reducing the 
amount of overheating. However, 
you should make sure that the 
motor of your power-operated oil 
burner will not be damaged by 
frequent on-and-off operation. 

Remember the above rules for 
giving your furnace an even out- 
put of warmth, forget about turn- 
ing your thermostat down nights 
(usually that costs more than main- 
taining the temperature of your 
and have furnace 
checked annually by a competent 
serviceman.

show-sized picture you have to sit on top of to see. Tele- 
vision receivers are heavy, delicate, and expensive. Bump 
them around much and you pay for repairs. And anyway 
you get fussed up with the long lead-in wire a movable re- 
ceiver needs. If you try to coil this lead-in wire behind your 
set when you don’t need its full length, it often sets up an 
electromatic force that ruins your picture. 

One advantage of putting your receiver into a corner, if 
it’s in the living room, is that it lets you walk through the 
rest of the room or read or talk there without the watchers’ 
getting annoyed with you. They do get annoyed, just as you 
do when someone stands up in front of you at the movie 
theater. 

You've seen, no doubt, a lot of high-duck-dandy rooms 
in pictures where television is built into the wall to replace 
the fireplace as a decorative center of interest, with nothing 
but tuning dials and picture screen showing. That’s fine if 
you've got the money, and if you ventilate the set, which 
gets too hot when enclosed, and if you have some way of 
getting at it from the rear when it goes haywire, as certainly, 
sometime, it will. 


What size screen? Now just picking a spot your receiver can 
be seen from is only the beginning. Your decision on where 
to put it may well be tempered by a number of things, of 
which the most tempering, probably, is money. 

To set up a pint-sized television theater in your play- 
room, with a 16x20-inch screen large enough for comfortable 
viewing by a dozen people, will cost you, at current prices, 
from $595 up for the receiver, as will a receiver large 
enough to be put on a turntable and viewed comfortably in 
several rooms. (Receiver prices have been dropping sharply, 
may be off another 10 percent by the time you read this.) 

How far back to sit from the picture is still a debated 
thing. For most people the picture appears to be best viewed 
from a distance of about six times its height; that is, a set 
with a 10-inch tube, currently the size most commonly sold, 
has a picture roughly 8 inches high, and the picture is best 
viewed from six times 8 inches, or from 48 inches away. 

At this distance your eyes can take in the whole picture 
without scanning. Studies show that when people can choose 
their own movie-theater seats, most of them sit about four 
times the height of the screen away. 

You can see the picture from more than six times the 
height of the picture back (you can see from double that), 
but when you're watching anything as much as many 
owners have been watching television, sitting too far back 
becomes fatiguing. 

On the other hand, children tend to sit much too close, 


inching forward in the belief they will be able to see more. 
Some eve specialists have insisted that the children remain 
a minimum of six times the height of the screen away. If 

ary, the distance should be clearly marked, either by 
chalk mark on the rug, strip of adhesive tape on the floor, 
or by a fence of chairs 

The doctors aren’t agreed on how long a child should 
look, but most suggest that there should be no more than 
an hour at a time without rest. 

As to angle of view, it is best to view the picture as near 
head on as vou can, at least no more than 30 degrees off to 
the side. 

Our illustrations show this more clearly. 

One more thing—keep the screen at eye level when you’re 
sitting down. Looking up is extremely fatiguing. Hypno- 
tists, you'll recall if you’ve been hypnotized, have you

What lighting in room? Like money, room lighting, too, 
tempers where you put your set and the kind you get. The 
room you watch television in should be neither dark nor 
harshly sunlit, but softly lit all over, with light around the 
set and behind it. Then your eyes do not stare at a small 
bright picture but see the surrounding area as well. It is 
more restful that way, just as it is more restful to read in a 
well-lighted room than in a dark room with a spotlight on 
your page. 

Probably the best way to control outdoor light is to use 
Venetian blinds, slanting them to throw the light to the 
ceiling and softly diffuse it over the room. Best artificial 
light is cove lighting; this too is reflected from the ceiling and 
does not glare nor reflect in the television tube. 

Don’t place your set with windows or other light sources 
behind it; such light keeps your eyes dilated and you can’t 
see the weaker light on the television screen. 

At night, if vou haven’t cove lighting, keep the room softly 
lighted and keep a lamp near the receiver and to one side 
or slightly in back of it, so that the area round it is well 
lighted. 

And avoid placing the set where the picture will be dis- 
turbed by reflections. Television screens are rather like mir- 
rors; they pick up the flicker of a fire, the glow of a lamp, 
the glare of hot sunlight bouncing off a window sill or wall. 

To check for reflections when trying to find the best loca- 
tion, have someone hold a mirror the size of the screen where 
the screen would be. Or use a piece of glass, backed with 
black paper: it’s more representative of a tube’s reflecting 
surface. Then move around where people will sit and see if 
you get any reflections. Check during the day and then at 
night, and keep shifting the set and light sources until you’re 
satishied. 

That done, you are, at last, ready to decide where your 


set belongs. 


Have your site checked. But before you rush down to the 
store and tell the man to send out that mahogany job, you 
better get a test receiverin your house and find out if you can 
get programs satisfactorily and what interferences you're 
going to have. 

Unlike radio waves, which more or less follow the curva- 
ture of the earth, television waves, like radar, travel in a 
straight line. If you’re down in a bowl, if hills, buildings, or 
other obstructions rear up between you and the transmitter, 
the signals may be blocked out, bounced back, and you 
can’t get a satisfactory picture. 

Usually you can’t pick up a station more than 50 to 60 
miles away. But 100 miles have been bridged consistently 
in special cases with special antennas. Television manufac- 
turers provide dealers with maps showing you which sta- 
tions are likely to come in best in your locations. 

Power lines, streetcar lines, ham broadcasters, and _ possi- 
bly some of the earlier television receivers if their antennas 
are within 50 feet sometimes distort the pictures you receive. 

One house right on a streetcar line may have excellent 
reception, while another, two blocks off the line and with 
the same equipment, may send the top or bottom half of 
the actors skittering right off the screen every time the street- 
car goes down the line.

top-notch phonograph. How faith- 
ful is the sound to the original, 
how does the set reproduce ex- 
tremely high and low tones? Re- 
member, television is frequency 
modulated and should give perfect 
reproduction. 

Tune in a station that is broad- 
casting its test pattern (that’s the 
chart made of lines and circles and 
put out when there Is no program 
on) and study the quality of the 
picture. Look for clearness, sharp- 
ness. See that you're not getting 
merely a contrasty black and white 
picture but that you're getting all 
the tone values between. The in- 
side black ring of the test pattern 
should be really black, the whites 
white, and the gray rings should 
shade off into successively lighter 
grays. Examine the lines as they 
converge on the center. ‘The far- 
ther in you can distinguish the in- 
dividual lines, the better 

Come back to the test picture 
after the set has been going for a 
quarter or a half hour. If the pic- 
ture has lost any of its sharpness, 
if the set has to be retuned, that 
set is not for you. 

And look at the cabinet, the 
workmanship; if the thing is shod- 
dily put together, or of shoddy 
materials, it’s probably shoddy all 
through. 

There are three basic wavs of 
showing the picture. The first 
shows it in the end of the picture 
tube itself. You look right at the 
tube. 

The second, through mirrors 
and lenses, picks up the picture off 
the end of the tube, enlarges it, 
and projects it from the rear, onto 
a translucent screen. Wi trans- 
lucent screen you don’t need a 
darkened room. Projection makes 
it possible to get a large picture 
sav 12x16 or 16x20—out of a little 
2'5-inch tube, which, on lar 
picture receivers, means lower first 


ge- 
cost and lower tube-replacement 
cost. Currently the 2!9-inch pro- 
jection tube costs $39.85, the 16- 
inch direct-view tube t 
picture of comparable size, $7 

The third way, like the second, 
projects the picture, but it projects 
it not from the rear but from the 
front, onto a reff e screen like a 
home-movie screen, much as a 
movie projector does. You need a 
darkened room. A table model re- 


ceiver projecting a 3x4-foot picture 
recently came onto the market at 
$595. 

As to picture quality, there’s 
argument. The direct-view advo- 
cates claim sharper, brighter pic- 
tures; the projection boys claim 
softer, less contrasty pictures easier 
on the eves. Our advice: look at 
both and make up your own mind. 

Whatever you buy, think twice 
before you take on one of those 
large television-radio-phonograph 
combinations. Television is chang- 
ing, improving, picture size going 
up, prices coming down. Your 
television unit in a combination 
machine probably would be obso- 
lete before the radio and phono- 
graph units have filled their time. 
Then you would have to be con- 
tent with obsolete television or get 
rid of the whole combination at a 


loss. 


Will channels change? The fear 
that all receivers will be made ob- 
solete overnight by color television 
or by an F.C.C. switch to ultra- 
high-frequency bands appears to 
be a lot of “‘to do” about litde. The 
present 12 channels will continue 
to be used for years no matter 
what F.C.C. decides, the Commis- 
sion has said, and present sets will 
be good for their lifetime. If new 
channels are assigned to areas al- 
ready having television on existing 
channels, present sets can be 
adapted to bring in the new chan- 
nels with moderately priced con- 
verters 

It’s unlikely that there will be 
color for a few vears. When there is, 
there is a color system ready that 
transmits full detail in one of the 
colors, which also can be radiated 
at lower frequenci’s for reception 
on our current black and white 
receivers. Remember, advertisers, 
who will be paying the bill, cannot 
afford to cut off most of their audi- 
ence 

Moreover, there’s a joker: Elec- 
tronic equipment such as a tele- 
vision set or your radio has a life 
expectancy of about 3 to 5 years, 
after which you are going to have 
to begin replacing many of the 
parts. So consider this fact before 
buving. Possibly vou may want to 
chuck the old set after 3 to 5 years 
and get a later and more satisfac- 
tory model.

5 a mother felt she would scream if she didn’t get some 
time to herself. “I’d just like to go in my room and shut the 
door and not hear or see anyone!” 

Tony’s dad felt that way, too. “After facing people all 
day, it’s wonderful to have a few minutes to myself just put- 
tering in my workshop,” he said one evening. So his wife ar- 
ranged the dinner hour so he could have time to himself. 
But what neither of Tony’s parents realized was that Tony 
needed time to Aimself, too. 

Your boy or girl can’t develop a well-rounded personality 
unless there’s a balance between time spent with others and 
time spent alone. Everyone, child or adult, is entitled to 
keep some thoughts and ideas to himself. 

Many parents invade their children’s privacy without 
realizing it. As a small baby, whenever Tony was awake he 
was placed near his mother so she could talk to him, play 
with him, watch him all the time. 


Or: course, Tony needed some of this companionship. But 
he also needed time to himself. The youngster who is over- 
supervised is likely to become a fretful child, and finally an 
adult who must always be with people and who can find 
entertainment and encouragement only outside of himself. 

Tony was well on the way to being such a person even at 
3. He felt fussy but didn’t know why. He was overstimulated 
by constant companionship, yet was irritable without it, 
since he had been so accustomed to having someone near. 

When Tony went to school, his mother felt a sense of loss. 
The minute he returned: home she volleyed questions at 
him. “Were vou on time, dear?” “What did Miss Jones think 
of the flowers you brought?” “Did you bring me some 
pretty drawings?” 

Now Tony wanted to tell his mother most of these things. 
But she took half the fun away by being so eager. 

And there was the awful time he heard his mother re- 
peating his report of something the teacher had said. He had 
no idea why everyone laughed. He only knew that some- 
thing he had meant for just his mother was being handed 
around and ridiculed. 


Even the letters he got were not for him alone. 

“Dear, you will be so happy; here is a birthday invitation 
from Joe. What do you think you should give him?” 

Tony drooped. All the excitement of getting a letter was 
gone. Why couldn’t his mother have let him open it for him- 
self? Mail at any age is a private affair. 

Tony’s father might have rescued him from his mother’s 
despotism, but the thought never entered his head. He 
noticed that Tony was irritable, but he shrugged it off by 
saying that growing youngsters are like that.

long day of housework. Dad’s fa- 
tigue and Mother’s nerves have no 
business dominating the dinner 
table. It’s not fair to outlaw quar- 
reling and tears for the youngsters 
if you do the same things yourself. 
Children are great contributors; 
they will add to an unpleasant sit- 
uation to make it more unpleasant, 
or they will rise and shine in an 
atmosphere of harmony. 


a 
Since the choice of food is so 
often a sore point, do take your 
children’s suggestions when mak- 
ing out your menus. This is good 
experience for all youngsters. Even 
a 5-year-old can understand that 
he has to eat at least one vegetable, 
and he will request one he likes. 

It won’t hurt to allow each 
member of the family a few pet 
hates. If Susie simply gags on 
spinach, slice a tomato or give her 
a saucer of yesterday’s peas. Be 
fair, but firm, about the number 
of substitutions. If you are too 
obliging, you'll soon be a short- 
order cook. You can’t afford to 
humor whims, but Susie and John- 
ny will accept a wider variety of 
foods if you grant them the priv- 
ilege of rejecting one or two. 

The only way to teach table 
manners is by example and not 
by verbal criticism. You improve 
neither manners nor mood by con- 
tinual harping. Even when you’re 
in despair over the terrible posture, 
the large mouthfuls, the spoon in- 
stead of a fork, be calm, look else- 
where. 

There comes a time when every 
child wants to know how to behave 
at the dinner table. In fact, man- 
ners first show improvement when 
a youngster is dining out. At 9 or 
10, he usually has two sets of table 
manners, one for company, anoth- 
er for home! But if your own table 
manners are above reproach, your 
children will unconsciously ab- 
sorb many of them long before 
they’re ready to put them into 
daily practice. 

Serve small portions to a young 
child, especially of foods he isn’t 
sure of. Make it easy for him to 
clean his plate, and soon he’ll be 
asking for seconds. 


I vou have a youngster who is 
too young to sit still through the 
whole dinner hour, let him take 
his plate to the kitchen and bring 
back his dessert while you’re still 
enjoying the roast. There’s no need 
to let Johnny ruin your dinner 
hour, but that’s what may happen 
if you try to alter Aim instead of the 
circumstances. It’s normal for chil- 
dren to be unable to sit still at their 
meals, to kick the table legs, to 
dawdle. Try closing your eyes to 
this type of unpleasantness. With 
some help from you, the young- 
sters will stop when they can. But 
if Father can’t stand to see Johnny 
eat with his fingers, or if it makes 
you nervous when Susie squirms, 
try giving everyone a holiday by 
feeding the children separately 
once in a while. [ Turn to page 185

Two years ago there was no community park in Clare- 
mont, a city of 4,500. Worse yet, there was no land on which 
to build one, except for a private estate of two square blocks 
in the heart of the city 

It took two city elections to get authority to buy the estate. 
The first election lost, but the people made a vigorous cam- 
paign and won a second election. 

The city agreed to maintain the park after it was built. 
But it was up to the people themselves to make the park. 
They willingly took on the big job. 

Fraternal groups, women’s clubs, and other organizations 
each took responsibility for a definite unit of work. Men 
gave up their free time to trim trees, move earth, plant grass 
The women turned the former estate home into a commu- 
nity house. The small fry weren’t forgotten; they got a play- 
ground and sandbox. 

The park was dedicated as a memorial to Claremont’s 
war dead. It won a second prize in the More Beautiful Amer- 
ica competition, but the real reward was the park itself, 
which is now the most-used spot in town.

remainder into a more risky, but better-paying, invest- 
ment such as common stock. 

No simple rule of this type, however, will apply to 
everyone. Many things have to be taken into account. 
Much will depend, for example, on how badly Mr. B. 
needs a regular income. If he has a good job with a regu- 
lar salary and still has many years before retirement, he 
may want to put a larger proportion of his funds into 
common stocks since he could weather a bad year or two 
without income from his investments. On the other hand, 
if he were older and planning to retire within the next 
few vears, he would have to think first of a regular in- 
come. Similarly, farmers or small businessmen, who are 
usually first to feel the effects of any depression, will 
want to invest their savings so as to be sure of some in- 
come, come what may. 


Or course, Mr. B. cannot invest $8.75 in stocks each 
month. That amount would not even buy one share of 
most good stocks, and brokers’ fees are about as high on 
small purchases as on large. What Mr. B. should do if he 
wants to buy stocks is to put his $8.75 a month in a sav- 
ings account until he has saved up at least $500. Above 
all, he should avoid buying on margin. And, instead of 
buying any one stock, Mr. B. would do well to invest in 
one of the older and better-established investment trusts 
These trusts diversify the funds of their stockholders in 
many kinds of common stocks in accordance with a care- 
fully planned investment program. They may make mis- 
takes in their investments, but the chances are that they 
will handle Mr. B.’s investment much more wisely than 
he can hope to.

Thus, the longer he lives the more he 
will receive. 

Since the life insurance companies calculate their pay- 
ments on a low interest rate, an annuity is not a partic- 
ularly good way for a young man to save, but it is well 
suited for a middle-aged man and particularly for a man 
approaching retirement. 


Since U. S. savings bonds offer by far the best return 
for an investment that’s absolutely safe, Mr. D. should 
put at least $18.75 a month into bonds. If he wants to 
play doubly safe, he may increase the amount. If he is 
interested in a regular monthly income to help him 
educate his children he might buy Series ““G”’ bonds in- 
stead of the better-known Series ‘*E” bonds. Series ‘*G” 
bonds mature in 12 years and pay interest twice a year at 
the rate of 24% percent annually. Or if he is interested in 
a longer-term investment, he could buy regular govern- 
ment coupon bonds maturing in 1967. Every bank 
handles them. As a rule these bonds sell for a little more 
than par value, thus reducing the return on them to less 
than 2) percent. They are, however, 100 percent safe 
and you can sell them for immediate cash without 
difficulty. 


I; Mr. D. follows the suggestions given above and puts 
more than half of his savings into such safe investments 
as life insurance, annuities, and government bonds, he 
might consider saving up a small amount each month in 
a savings account until he accumulates $1,000 with which 
to buy a bond that offers a somewhat higher return. He 
could readily find bonds issued by some of our larger 
corporations and securities issued by cities and local 
governments that would provide a return of from 3 to 
31% percent. Some bonds yield a much higher return, 
but they are apt to be risky. For higher yield, with mod- 
erate risk, Mr. D. would do well to make occasional pur- 
chases of good preferred stock. 

Finally, Mr. D. might wish to put a little less than a 
third of his savings, say $25 a month, into common stock. 
Most of this should probably be placed in a sound in- 
vestment trust to get the advantage of diversification. 
But he may want to do a little cautious experimenting 
on his own so as to get the advantage of a higher re- 
turn. 

Although some people have made money buying 
stocks when they are low and selling when they are high, 
Mr. D. should not try it unless he is prepared to lose his 
shirt. With the limited knowledge at his disposal, Mr. D. 
would be foolish to try to outguess professional specula- 
tors. He had better play safe. If he buys stock at all, he 
should pay cash and consider it a long-range investment. 


Here are a few other pointers that might help Mr. D. or 
anyone else: 
1. Buy stock only in well-established firms. 


2. If you are cautious, invest only in companies that 
have paid dividends regularly for many years. 

3. Do not buy on a “tip” from someone who claims to 
be on the “inside.”’ Tips of this kind usually mean that 
someone has a poor stock that he is trying to unload. 
Good stock doesn’t require high-pressure selling. ( 

4. Before making any investment in stocks, consult 
two or three persons about it—your banker, your broker, 
a personal friend whose judgment and knowledge you 
trust. If they disagree, dén’t buy.

Spade lawn area to a depth of 8 inches, apply compost plus a 
complete plant food, level soil and firm by raking. Sow sunny 
lawn areas with a grass seed mixture high in bluegrass; shady 
areas require a high percentage of fescue. Broadcast seed 
evenly, rake it in lightly (one-half inch), and roll with empty 
oller or apply water with a sprinkler. Mulch seeded banks 


nisi 


with straw to check washing. Cut new grass no closer than 2 
inches. 

Apply a complete plant food to the established lawn. Spade 
wet peatmoss and a complete plant food into bare and weedy 
spots and reseed. Mulch lightly with peat. 

Plant evergreens now; never drop the balled and burlapped 
plants into the hole, but ease in gently. Soak with water at 
planting. Stake newly planted evergreens higher than 4 feet. 
Plant such evergreens as junipers in sunny areas and yews and 
hemlocks in shady areas. 

Transplant early ripening shrubs as lilacs, privets, forsyth- 
ias, and firebush; wait till a sharp freeze to transplant vie 
burnums, honeysuckles, crabapples, and barberry. Select 
shrubs for planting that have color for the winter as well as 
the summer months. Prune tops after planting. 

Plant all hardy bulbs as soon as available. Daffodils 
especially should be planted this month. Don’t plant tulips 
in areas where they were grown at least three years previous 
as a blight prevention measure. Plant hardy, summer- 
flowering lilies such as the regals; they are fine to use among 
the peonies. Plant bulbs of guinea-hen flower (fritillaria) in 
small groups in conspicuous places for a new look in the 
garden. 

Plant small spring-flowering bulbs in large groups near 
bases of shrubs and rock walls; blue grape hyacinths make a 
colorful combination with a few yellow crocuses. 

Plan a wildflower area and plant such spring beauties as 
bluebell, trillium, and hepatica early for a good start.

TEXAS-SOUTHWEST 


Sow seeds of hardy annuals such as poppies, calendulas, 
phlox, sweetwilliam, and larkspur for sturdy root systems and 
early-spring bloom. Mix small seed with sand and shake from 
a salt shaker for easier sowing. Plant daffodils as early as 
bulbs are available. Plant columbine and ranunculus in semi- 
shade and neutral soil. Plant veronicas, salvias, and achilleas 
in the open now; there is a wide range of colors, varieties, and 
heights for interest in the border. 

Root softwood cuttings of poinsettias, altheas, myrtles, and, 
in the more southern areas, bougainvillea and oleanders to 
have charming plants for Christmas. 

Feed waterlilies now with one tablespoonful of complete 
plant food. Wrap it in paper and push it firmly into the soil. 
Use one plant food tablet instead, if available; it’s easier to 
use, 

Gather seed pods, branches, and other plant material 
suitable for winter arrangements. Select for color, unusual 
form, and dramatic lines. Cut materials early while still 
pliable and hang upside down in the dark.

Divide your peonies 


By L. C. Greve 


Ou. crowded, and neglected peonies are un- 
thrifty—and show it in the half-hearted way they 
bloom. Divide and transplant them now. They will 
take on a new lease in life and repay you with in- 
creased bloom, beauty, and health of plant. 

Cut the peony back as soon as possible after it 
turns light green. Use a sharp spade about five 
inches out from the base of the plant and cut com- 
pletely around and underneath the clump and lift. 
Then follow the procedure below, step by step. 


Place your peony clump on an upturned bucket. Hose the soil 
from the roots using a strong stream of water. Then the soil will 
wash away fast and you can see readily to divide the clump 


Cut out and discard all old and hollow foots on your peony 
clump. The young fleshy roots are the ones that will work for 
you. Use a stout-bladed knife—peony roots are tough 


Study your washed peony clump for the best cuts to make; a 
natural place to divide is shown above. Select places at the 
crown region where at least three to five fat buds are included 
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or better bloom 


Allow 3'/% feet between plants. Make hole 18 inches deep, 
and as wide. Work one-fourth bushel of compost and a cup- 
ful of bone meal into bottom of hole, cover with layer of soil

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The diary of a plan dirt gardener 


By Harry Rh. O’Brien 
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Up, up we drove, until we were at the top of a big pass, more than 12,000 
feet in the air. Maggie sat in the back seat and made constant oration 


Sept. 1 When the bright sun came 
up this a.m., it found this Plain 
Dirt Gardener in Denver, Colo- 
rado. I’m out this way on a long 
business trip. Maggie and David 
are along for the buggy ride and 
the scenery. Donald is back home 
by himself. We came yesterday 
afternoon to the home of Maggie's 
brother Hugh and family in Den- 
ver, where we stayed overnight 

There we left Maggie this morn- 
ing to visit, while David and I 
packed our luggage into the back 
of the new flivver we had bought 
for the trip. We drove up to 
Boulder and the campus of the 
University of Colorado. Here I am 
to attend a convention of college 
professors for three days, 

No sooner were we settled than 
David said he had to take our new 
car to a garage to be washed, 
greased, and oil changed. All 
right—anything to keep him hap- 
py. At supper I learned the sad 
news. 

After the car had been serviced, 
he had driven off by himself and 
gone up Flagstaff, just to see how 
well the car would work going up a 
mountain. Flagstaff is one of the 
Flatiron Mountains which rise up 
just back of Boulder. They are some- 
what more than 7,000 feet up, and 
the road isn’t any too easy. And 
David had never driven up a 
mountain in his life. I raved— 
even if he did get back safe and 
sound 


Sept. 4 Convention over. Back 
to Denver last night. Right after 
breakfast this a.m., we loaded up 
baggage once again, said good-bye 
to our relatives—and were off and 
away to wonderland. David was 
doing the driving. 

Now I wanted to be sensible and 
follow U. S. 40 right on west from 
Denver, over the Rockies by way 
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of Berthoud Pass. But not for 
David. He had heard that by go- 
ing up to Estes Park and hitting 
U. S. 34, he would have a chance 
to drive over a higher pass. You 
guessed it—that is the way we 
went. 

Lunch at Estes Park, on west in- 
to the famed Rocky Mountain Na- 
tional Park, and onto one of the 
greatest hills in all America, up 
over the Roc kies. Up we went, 
David driving with no more worry 
than had he been going to town 
for groceries, back home. 

I sat in the front seat and kept 
working our new motion picture 
camera, loaded with color films— 
shooting as we went along. Several 
times we stopped at viewpoints, 
while David got out and put the 
camera on a tripod. Maggie sat 
in the back seat and made con- 
stant oration. Up, up, until finally 
we stopped at the top of the big 
pass, more than 12,000 feet high in 
the air. 

his was, of course, far above 
timber line, with the great peaks 
off in every direcuon across the 
vast spaces. Snow was here and 
there around the peaks. Winds 
blew steady and chilly, in spite 
of warm sun. Then on we went, 
downhill again, mile after mile 
south and then west. Maybe I 
should record here that wild- 
flowers are by now mainly gone; 
and winter is on the way, up in the 
higher altitudes. 


Sept. & Off we went this morn- 
ing, happy and free. U.S. 40 leads 
west through the long, narrow, 
fertile Yampa Valley, where Craig 
is the main city. At noon we came 
to the beautiful little city of Ver- 
nal, over the line into Utah, in the 
Uintah Basin—from where comes 
that good Utah honey. After lunch 
at the hotel I hurried cater-cor- 


nered across the street to the new 
rose garden on the east side of the 
courthouse lawn. 

This is the Uintah County Vet- 
eran Memorial Garden, sponsored 
by the Vernal Garden Club. Most 
of the various beds were in memo- 
rial for someone who had lost his 
life in the wars. In the center was a 
large bed of Peace roses, one rose- 
bush for each of the Gold Star 
Mothers of Uintah County. 

Among the other varieties in the 
garden that were doing well were 
Pinocchio, The Doctor, Duchesa 
de Peneranda, Mrs. Sam McGredy, 
Christopher Stone, Picture, Joanna 
Hill, President Hoover, World’s 
Fair, and McGredy’s Yellow. 


Sept. @ | regret there is no space 
to tell here of how some good gar- 
den folks took me garden visiting 
around Twin Falls. Everywhere I 
saw such vigorous growth of flow- 
ers and shrubs. These gardens, 
though, are planted in long, straight 
rows, for they are irrigated.

Milton Cross was so bad 
that when I barely touched it, 
the main stem broke off, down 
near the ground. Thus a fine 
dahlia comes to an untimely end. 
Who knows what to do for borers 
in dahlias? I do know that keeping 
coarse weeds away will help keep 
borers from getting an early start 
before dahlias are ready. 

My dahlias are not the ultra 
new ones, but are the _ better 
varieties of fairly recent introduc- 
tion. The older California Idol, 
giant yellow, is good as always. 
Ogden Reid, Blue Horizon, Chero- 
kee Brave, Dahliamum, Pyg- 
malion, Pink Flamingo, and Rev- 
erend Pugh are all good, right now. 
I can recommend all of them to Mr.

Strong single shoots will each 
make good plants by fall if set in 
rich freshly spaded soil in positions 
where they get sun for six to seven 
hours a day. 

Spring planting of chrysanthe- 
mums can be done in the latitude 
of New York any time between 
mid-April and the first of June. 


Sammer care 


Water vour garden chrysanthe- 
mums every 10 days, or oftener. 
Do this by filling a shallow saucer 
formed in the soil about each plant. 
Keep the foliage of the plants dry 
between rains 

To boost growth, give each plant 
a handful of balanced commercial 
plant food in late July and another 
in late August. It is important that 
you water this immediately.

Boring for cables. First job in 
wiring a house is to bore holes 
through studs for the heavy insu- 
lated cables that carry electricity. 
These holes, barely larger than the 
cable itself, should be bored with 


Recessed fixtures. Lights 
that fit flush into ceiling or 
wall are practical in any 
home. They throw an even 
diffused light, never require 
dusting. You must plan for 
recessed lights in advance, 
because they are installed 
before surfaces are finished. 


long bits in or near the center of 
studs. A hole at the edge weakens 
studs, and gives the cable a chance 
to slip out of place and become a 
serious fire hazard after studs are 
covered with finished wall material. 


Wiring. The installation 
shown uses armored electric 
service cable called “BX.” 
Its wires are wrapped in 
heavy insulating cord and an 
outside layer of flexible met- 
al as protection against ro- 
dents and fraying. Other 
types of wiring are knob and 
tube, where individual cov- 
ered wire strands carry the 
current, and nonmetallic 
sheathed cable. Cable above 
runs here from five outlets 
to a central switch box that 
will contain five separate 
switches. Plan your switch- 
and-outlet layout so you will 
never have to backtrack to 
turn off a light. 
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Raceways. One way to get a lot 
of convenience from your electrical 
system Is to use raceways—plug-in 
strips with convenience outlets at 
frequent intervals. Wires are re- 
cessed into a metal cove that is 
screwed into the wall just above 


Fuse box. Whether you use 
a fuse box or circuit breaker 
box to control electric cur- 
rent in your house, locate it 
where you can get at it easily 
in the dark. Box pictured 
here is on the side wall of a 
closet. Detail (above) shows 
how the electrical system is 
grounded by clamping an 
end of cable to a water pipe, 
as a safety measure. 
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the baseboard. After the wiring 
and plugs are set in place, a metal 
cap is snapped into the cove to 
cover the wiring. You can use a 
standard quarter-round molding 
above the cap so dust won’t collect 
on the exposed flat surface. 





Waterproof plug. Just as 
important in today’s home 
as an outside faucet is an 
outside waterproof electric 
light plug on the porch or 
terrace.
